Some  ask  why  not  make  the  changes  now. 

“Because  we  do  not  want  to  hastily  piesent  a plan 
of  action  to  the  studentbody,”  explains  ASBYL  Presi- 
dent Bob  Christiansen.  “But  I do  think  a change  is 
necessary 

■To  make  a change  now,  the  amendment  would  bare  to 
appear  in  the  Daily  Universe  and  be  posted  on  bulletin 
boards  ten  school  days  prior  to  the  election  date,  according 
to  the  present  constitution.  And  it  would  have  to  be  ap- 
iiroved  by  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Assembly  or  by  peti- 
tions presented  to  the  Assembly  signed  by  ten  per  cent  of 
tlie  student  association.  , ^ , 

Sufficient  time  is  not  left  to  both  draw  up  a proposal, 
one  that  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  majonty  of  students, 
and  get  it  on  a ballot  before  final  elections. 

Bob  Christiansen  held  a meeting  Saturday  with  class 
and  studentbody  office  candidates.  He  explained  to  them 
the  situation  and  time  factor  involved.  The  majonty  ot 
the  candidates  agreed  that  student  government  changes 
are  neces.sary,  and  several  of  them  were  willing  to  step 
right  into  a new  system. 

“Even  if  it  meant  the  elimination  of  the  office  I m 
ning  for,”  one  candidate  said,  “I  would  favor  a change  if  it 
meant  better  representation  for  the  students.”
